DIRECTIONS FOR 
GERMINA TING SEED 


Have your soil clean and pulverized to a depth of six or more inches. 


2. On the level surface spread evenly a layer of compost or pulverized well rotted manure to a 
depth of at least one inch. Overlay compost with half inch of the best soil you have, thor- 
oughly pulverized. 


Rake down and tamp surface level. 
Soak down the bed to several inches. Allow to dry enough to again tamp for a smooth seed

5. Treat seed with Copper Oxide or Semesan. Sow in shallow drills or broadcast. Cover with plants from genuine é seed 


sifted mixture of two parts peat moss to one part of compost. The depth of this covering 
should be about one-eighth inch. 


6. Use spray of water to moisten surface after light burlap cover is on. Do not use heavily chlori- 
nated water if avoidable. 

7. Allowing plenty of ventilation, keep your beds moist, quite moist, but not soaking wet, until 
plants come up. 


We use cheapest grade of burlap to retain moisture. As soon as plants begin to come through 
freely, we remove burlap permanently and sift tops of beds with thin layer of peat moss. To
